“Section 1. KEwery male citizen
twenty-one years of age, possessing
the following qualifications, shall be
entitled to vote at all elections, sub-
Jeot, however, to such laws requiring
and regulating the registration of
eloctors as the General Assembly may
ennoet:

“Firat. He shall have been a citizen
of the United States at lepst onoe
month,

“Second. Ha shall have resided In
the State onn year (or, having pro
viously bean a qualified elector or
natlve-horn ecltizen of the State, he
shall have removed therefrom and re
turned, then six monthe) Immedigtely
preceding the election

“Third. Ho shall have resided In
the election district whers he shall
ofler to vota at least two months im-
mediately preceding the election

“Fourth. If twenty-two years of agn
and upwards, he shnll have pald
within two years a State or county
tax, which shall have been assessod
nt least two months and pald at least
ona month before the election,” be
amended so that the same shall rend
as follows:

Sectlon 1. Yvery citlzen, male or
female, of twenty-one years of age,
pogsessing the following qualifications,
ghall be entitled to vote at all elec-
tions, subject, however, 1o such lawa
raquiring and regulating the registra-
tlon of electors as the Goneral As-
sembly may enact:

necessiry for the cancellation of sald
debt or debts, miy be excluded in as
cortilnlng the power of the ¢ty and
gounty of Philadelphin to  becomao
otherwise Indebted:  Provided, That
such Indebtodness inecurred by  tho
city and county of Philadalphin shall
not at any time, In the agerogats, ex-
vend the sum of twenty-ive million
dollars for the purpose of improving
and developing the port of the sald
elty and county, by the condamnation,
purchnse, or reclamation or lease of
land on the banks of the Delawara
and Schuylkill rivers, and land adfns
cent thereto; the bullding of bulke
hends, and the purchase or construc

tion or leanse of wharves, docks, sheds,
und warohouses, and other buildinegs
nnd facilition, nocossary for tho estab.
lishment and weintenance of rallroad
and shipping terminals along the sald
rivors; and the dredging of the sald
rivers and docks: Provided, That the
gald city and county shall, at or be-
fore the time of so doing, provide for
the collection of an annual tax suffi-
clent to pay the Interest thereon, and
also the principal theroof within Afty
years from the incurring thereof,
A true copy of Joint Resolution No. 6.
